Behind the {bippe fate Eolus the 
god of #7zas, filling rheir ſailes with proſperous 
guſts, and art cach corner of theſh4p ſate(vpon ſmall 
111nds)rhe 4 parts of the world, Aſia, Africa, America, 
and Europa,cach of them inuiting their trade vnto 
their coaſts. Aſia was attired in an antique habit of 
peach coloured Sattin , and buskins of the ſame, 
a Coronet onher head, and a cenſor in herhand 
reaking with Parchayzan ſpices : Africaa blackmoore 
in ajnaked ſhape, adorned with beads, and in her 
hand the branch of a Nwu-megg-tree: America a 
tawny Moore,vpon her head a crowne of feathers, 
and baſes of the ſame; at herbacke, a quiuer of 
ſhafts, and inher hand a Parth;/2nbow: Europa ina 
robe of Cr1/on taffaty, on herhead an imperiall 
crowne conferred on her by the other three as Em- 
pre//e oftheearih, and holding in her hand a cluſter 
of grapes,'to {ignificher full ſwolne plenty. Theſe

This accom- 
Panicd the Lord Matior vp to Weſtminſter with varie- 
ty of muſique , where while his Honor was taking 
the Oath, it returned backe and met him in Pawes 
Church-yerd where Ewterpe & Terpfichore , entgreai- 
ned him wigh this ſong.

The Trinmphs of Peace. 

HE third preſentment was a Quadrangle, 

that mounted by aſcents to the forme of an 
Egyptian pyramed,whereon in a well wrought 

L inaskip, where figured the ſeuerall ſhieres of Exg- 
l:nd;onthetopſata prince] Matefly acootered in 
a robe of purple veluer furred with Ermines, on his 
head hee wore an Imperiall Crowne, and in his 
right hand a/cepter; ouer his head were fixt the 
armes of Exg/and, and at his feete a Lyon couchant, 
which did demonſtrate his power in reconciling 
fearceneſle vnto a willing ſeruitude; vnder himfſate 
two Dukes; two Marquiſes; two Earles , and two 
Barons,in Parlzament robes of purple veluet ; about 
their neckes they wore collers of E//es, and on 
their heads the apt cognizance of each ones honor; 
at the 4 corners of this Pyramed,ſtood two Lyons,Or, 
and two Ynicornes Argent, ſupporting 4 ſtreamers, 
wherein were Eſcutchoned the armes of our foure 
Kingdomes,England,Scotland, France and treland: be- 
fore it was caractercd in a ſcroule, Respublica Beata, 
and round abour it ran the Ocean. This Pyramed 
was ſupported by toure filuer Corizthian columnes, 
the Baſes, and Capitz/ls,fine gold. Within theſe co- 
lumnes fate 4 Perſons,that ſcemed as it were to vn- 
derprop the ponderous burthen of the Pyramed; the 
firſt was the Cary, preſented ina ſcarlet gowne gar- 
ded wit| blacke Veluer,like a Lady Mazores; and in 
her hand two golden keyes; the other the Country 
ina Ruſtique habitzxbethird the Law, habited likea 
Judge ,and a ſcrowle in his hand; the fourth Re/rgzo7 
in a rotchet like a BYyjhop, and inhis hand a booke, =

the 4 corners of this vnder ſquare ſtood two Lyons 
Or, and two Gotes, Argem whicharethe ſupporters 
of the Compnics Armes,bearing 4 large /tre:mers, in

Aor,a Lyontupporting an azure axchor, and on it 
was fixt his cote of Armes,which was a chicte Or,

I , was a Mount, where on the trop 
vndera canople lim'd with ſtarres, was ſea- 
ted Catherin,the Saint of the Company,whom antique 
ſtories report to be the daughter of Coſtus King of 
Alexanaris, (he wasattired ina ſnow white ſattin 
gowne,in one hand ſhe held a hooke, and in the 0- 
ther a ſwor@with che point downeward ; ir being 
the inſtrument that in death! ſealed her the fruition 
of immortall reſi;her head circuled with a crowne 
of gold,which did intimate her princely deſcent;and 
at , #95 200 lay a broken wheele : round abour fare 
her Attendants trwelnue maydes of honor gorgeouſly 
attired,each one bearing in her hand a fi/uey ſhezld, 
vpon which were portrayed Catherin wheeles, and 
within them the A010 to the Companies armes,Seru? 
«nd 0b:y. Vnder theſe fate her feruanrs at worke, 
ſome carding woo!l;lome Spinning; others Knitting 
capps;with her Feltmakers; one Bowed;cne Baſoned,

duſtrious faculties haue reference to the ſuppoyt of 
this Worſhipfull Soczery, | 
HE fifth and laſt inuention, was a Charior 
| ainted full with houre-gla//es,and ſun-dialls, 
the fore-wheeles were two G/obes, and the 
hinder wheeles were like two Church azalls; within 
it aged T-- was drawne,ſeated vpon an houre-glaſ* 
that was ſupported on the ſhoulders of a gyant, re- 
preſcnting the 70 agezin one hand htheld a fickle, 
in the other acroutch; and in the Chariot with him 
were drawne the toure E/-ments, Ignts, Aer, Aqua, 
and Terrz. Jens fhrewas attired ina flame coloured 
taffaty robe, leaning on a Salamander, and inhis 
hand three teend Lightning ; Aer Aire, in a robe 
lymmed withclouds and ſeuerall ſhaps of Birds,and 
in his hand a Doze; Aqua water, in a robe limmed 
with aus and Fiſhes, her azure treſſes decke with 


Terra earth, in a robe on which grafſe and flowers, 
ſprang as it were naturally; on her head ſtood green 
corne,and in her hand ſhe bare a ſiluer ſpade, This 
Chariot was drawne by the foure /cafons of the 
yeare,Yer the ſpring, \fids the /ommer, Antumne, and 
Hyems winter. Ver was ſutcd in greene taffaty, a 
chaplert of flowers on her head, a bow in her hand 


aycllow taffaty robe, and her browes like Ceres, 
deckt with ripe corne, & a cornucopie inherhand; 
Autwnne ina naked thape like Brechus , his temples

Vnder this Pyramead, ſate ſacred Peace, that chan- 
ged her celeſtiall Manſion, to make vs happy with 
the ſweete pleaſures of a quiet ſlate; on her head ſhe +) 
wore a wreath of oliues,in her right hand a palme, 
her robe was of white taffaty, limm'd with the 
maPPz of England : inher lap ſhee bare the modell 
| of London, and on her left armea ſheild,whereon 
was YVnde Argent and azure vpon a bend Gules a 
Lyon paſſat gardamt Or, the Armes ofthe Societie; 
at her feete.ay warre in compleat armes vpon 
Speares,Launces,foulded enſignes; and leaningon 
anVnbrac't drums, this ſhew paſled along till the 
Lord Mator came to Saint Lawrence lane-end, wherg 
Peace began to ſpaake thus.

After the Sermon at S* Paules Church was ended, 
the Lord Maior returned backe by torch lightto 
hishouſe, attended by the whole body ofthe So- 
lemnity, where being come to his gate, war from 
out the Pageant called the Common-wealth, made 
this ſpeech.

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| This ſpeech being ended, - Peace and ppryrye dif. 
mounted from vnder the Pyramed, Peace conducted 
the Lord Mator into his houſe;and #arre ſtood with 
firc and ſword to defend his gates. 


And thus the ſolemnity diſſolued. 


The credit of this workmanſhip (curiouſly ex- 
cceding many former ſhewes, and far more ritch 
then any, in regard no mettall was vſed to a
